or from 7,500 to 25,000 who paid every nickel of taxes at the going rate they don't have the loopholes and 
the gimmicks to resort to the Chairman however when these people see as | see that in the year 1967 there 
were a hundred and fifty-five tax returns in this country with incomes of over 200,000 a year and 21 of those 
returns with incomes of over a million for a year who paid the United States government not one set of taxes 
| think those people are going to say well it's time to do something about it and | only confirm the members of 
the joint house-senate Economic Committee were impressed but they know everyone knows that more is 
said and less is done about tax reform than any other issue that comes before the Congress today the 
president who has said farewell to various groups in Washington said goodbye to some reporters 
contributing editor John Chancellor reports the president and mrs.

Nixon became the 37th president of the United States an office essentially unchanged since they gave that 
same oath to George Washington a country beset with many 
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Washington a country beset with many other troubles continued a record of political order and stability 
matched by a few other nations in the world and it also proved the staying power of Richard Nixon six years 
ago everyone including Nixon himself thought his political career was over it wasn't he took the oath today 
and then delivered a carefully polished inaugural address standing in this same place a third of a century ago 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt addressed the nation ravaged by depression gripped in fear he could say in 
surveying the nation's troubles they concern thank God only material things our crisis today is in Reverse we 
find ourselves rich in goods but ragged and spirit reaching with magnificent precision for the moon but falling 
into raucous discord on earth we are caught in war wanting peace we're torn by division wanting unity we 
see around us empty live wanting fulfillment we see tasks that need doing waiting for hands to do them | do 
not offer a life of uninspiring ease | do not call for a life of grim sacrifice | ask you to join in a high adventure 
one as rich as humanity itself and exciting as the times we live in the essence of freedom is that each of us 
shares in the shaping of his own destiny until he has been part of a cause larger than himself no man is truly

cause of peace among nations let this message be heard by strong and weak alike the peace we seek the 
peace we seek to win is not victory over any other people but the peace that comes with healing in its wings 
with compassion for those who have suffered with understanding for those who have opposed us with the 
opportunity for all the peoples of this earth to choose their own destiny we have endured a long night of the 


American Stroke but as our eyes catch the dimness of the first rays of dawn let us not curse the remaining 
dark let us gather the light our destiny offers not the cup of despair but the chalice of opportunity so let us 
seize it not in fear but in gladness and writers on the earth together let us go forward firm in 
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earth together let us go forward firm in our faith steadfast in our purpose cautious of the dangers but 
sustained by our confidence in the will of God and the promise of man huntley-brinkley reporters produced 
you Lyndon Johnson's last one took over the Whitehouse and the other took an airplane back to Texas so it 
was the beginning for one in the end for the other and a memorable day for both of them and here's a report 
on how it was for both of them from White House correspondent Herbert Kaplow and contributing editor John 
Chancellor one of the first functions of the new President was to be the host at a reception here at the White 
House right after the inaugural parade ended it was for his and his wife's family's all together we're told there 
were about 200 people present tonight the Nixon's dress 





people present tonight the Nixon's dress and formal clothes and drop in at the 6th inaugural ball spread 
about town Richard Nixon obviously is a happy man tonight he's had a couple of tough defeats over the 
years in getting here and perhaps because of them he is savoring the victory more than those who reached 
here more easily he has been a control satisfied man over these past few weeks he has been organizing his 
administration with a quiet restrained enthusiasm what this morning is he was getting ready to start out as he 
was tying his tie he was heard whistling and as one aide puts it when he whistles well then you know he 
figures things are going pretty well Herbert Kaplow NBC News at the White House Lyndon Johnson left town 
today and both his friends and his enemies admit that the place won't be the same without him he left at the 
end of a single elected term as president which is not how he had planned his life nevertheless this past 
week in the noisy round of official farewell ceremonies mr. Johnson gave every appearance of being at 
peace with himself the process of transition has been smoother and better organized than ever before and 
close associates of both men say mr. Johnson and mr. Nixon who are old political antagonists are getting 
along just fine and as Richard Nixon put his hand on the Bible today mr. Johnson was poised and restrained 
and thoughtful he had taken his first presidential oath in the back of Air Force One on a terrible day in Dallas 
the same plane took him home later today but before 
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took him home later today but before that a lot of people who had gone all the way with LBJ turned up at a 
luncheon given for the departing president by his old friend Mark Clifford and they heard these spirited words 
I'm just thankful that | have good friends to go home to and I'm so grateful for the kindness and the goodness 
of the American people and their help and understanding through the years that | have tried to serve them 
what does a man say farewell to Washington at 4:30 they did well I'm not saying farewell I'm coming back 
members of the Senate turned out this morning for the swearing-in ceremonies on the Capitol Steps and 
when that was over the Senators went back inside and did a little work they voted to confirm all but one of 
the nominees to the Nixon cabinet the one being governor Hickel of Alaska nominated to be power under the 
American political system was seen more clearly and more vividly today than it ever has been before at the 
precise moment President Nixon was taking his place here in the preview stand at the White House to see 
his inaugural parade former President Johnson was arriving at Andrews Air Force Base to fly back to Texas 
and on NBC television we saw the two events simultaneously and here's how it was goodnight and | got a 
good night for NBC News President Nixon installed himself in the White House behind a desk that once 
belonged to Woodrow Wilson when mr. Johnson had the office he had three television sets with remote 
control so he could watch all three networks simultaneously to see what they 
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networks simultaneously to see what they were saying about him today mr. Nixon ordered them removed 
and so all the networks lost a little bit of their audience beyond that he announced he would use the White 
House Office mainly for ceremonial purposes and have another one in the executive office building next door 
for real work he was at his desk today at 7:30 saying that would be the normal starting time but his staff 
members hadn't yet got that word because when he asked for them many of them weren't in yet and he had 
a reception for 1,300 people who helped him get elected and had about 80 staff members formally sworn in 
here's a report from White House correspondent Robert Keppler the new president was in his office here at 
the White House at 7:30 this morning before anyone else on a staff and after only about four hours sleep 
he's told for some time that he could do this job pretty well and he was eager to get at it a little later he posed 
for pictures in his new office he pointed out that his desk was the one he used while vice-president and which 
before that was used by President Woodrow Wilson mr. Nixon said that this office will be used largely for 
ceremonial occasions he'll use a smaller one and a government building across the street for what he called 
his brain work then a Nixon reception in the East Room for campaign workers several hundred of them mr. 
Nixon moved through the crowds shaking hands thanking all for their help a little later White House staff 
members gathered in the East Room to be sworn into office by Chief Justice Warren this was a Nixon 
innovation usually such ceremonies involve only the higher-level people the new president expanded it to get 
his entire staff more involved more dedicated the people that will be sworn and our members of the White 
House staff they're supposed to be faceless men and women for faceless men and women | think they look 
very good though don't you mr. 
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look very good though don't you mr. Chief Justice and we mean by that that these are the men and women 
who will be working long hours in the White House and in the executive executive office building who will be 
working many of many of them as is the case with many people in government at less compensation than 
they have had in private life who in addition to that will be away from their families a great deal that's one of 
the reasons we invited the families we want you to take a good look at them now you may not see too much 
of them later this afternoon several high officials joined the president for a meeting of the National Security 
Council mr. Nixon has indicated he means to make that the major foreign policy body in his administration 
the staff of the council under Nixon orders has prepared a list of alternatives on three matters requiring 
immediate attention Vietnam but yet to be ratified treaty banning the spread of nuclear weapons and 
disarmament tomorrow morning President Nixon starts early again at eight o'clock he's to see his cabinet 
members sworn into office Herbert Kaplow NBC News at the White House NBC New York this is the news 
reported by Chet Huntley and David Brinkley President Nixon's cabinet - one member who was sworn in this 
morning at eight o'clock and a few minutes later he put them to work deciding what they will do now that they 
have the power the one missing member of course was Walter J Hickel there was to be Secretary of the 
Interior the Senate still has not confirmed him but it did agree today it will vote on confirming him tomorrow 
and even his opponents agree he will win even though not confirmed and sworn in Hickel was at the cabinet 
meeting today one thing they decided to try if possible to cut the government budget enough to eliminate or 
reduce the ten percent surtax it'll take a while to see if they can do it here's a report from 
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if they can do it here's a report from Washington from White House correspondent Herbert Catholic it was 
another production personally supervised by the president he discussed it first with his aide and with the 
Chief Justice Warren then with his men and their families in place the new president began the ceremony 
this is an historic occasion in any administration it involves of course the swearing-in of our cabinet and 
before coming down this morning | was reading a little background with regard to the appropriate term to 
apply to a cabinet Andrew Jackson used was the man who first used the term kitchen cabinet and Theodore 
Roosevelt called his cabinet at tennis cabinet because he played tennis Herbert Hoover's cabinet was a 
medicine ball cabinet and I've been asked what this cabinet is well in view of the fact that we have started at 
8 o'clock in the morning for the swearing-in we'll call it a working cabinet we are honored today to have the 
Chief Justice of the United States to swear in each member of the cabinet and as | call the name of the 


member of the cabinet if he would step forward with his wife his wife will hold the Bible as the Chief Justice 
swears in each member the captain the Secretary of State mr. William P Rogers and mrs. Rogers you will 
say | pronounce your name and photo and repeat after me mmm hi would you p.rajesh do solemnly swear 
do solemnly swear that | will support and defend the Constitution of the United States that | will support and 
defend the Constitution of the United States against all enemies foreign and domestic against all enemies 
foreign and domestic I'll bear true faith and allegiance to

procedural matters Walter Hickel the president's choice who had the Interior Department was there even 
though he hadn't been sworn in because the Senate had delayed his confirmation altogether today is in 
previous presentations mr. Nixon not only was trying to foster a good spirit within his administration he was 
also trying to create the impression that the new leadership is competent and that each official will be 
expected to contribute a great deal this continues to be a carefully orchestrated Nixon theme and the new 
president hopes it was founded still sour notes as possible during the next four perhaps eight years Herbert a 
flow NBC News at the White House some of the 1972 presidential campaign could be seen this week first 
there was Senator Edward Kennedy he spoke twice as we reported at dinners held to pay off the debts left 
by his late brother one in New York Tuesday night and one in Washington last night in addition to his serious 
remarks about his brother he also had some light and joking remarks about himself but there were little jokes 
that didn't really sound much like jokes this has been an exciting week in Washington we've we have a new 
president he has shown that he's an extremely hot and industrious worker the morning he indicated that he 
wasn't going to use the Oval room my mother read that in the paper and she called me up and said 
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paper and she called me up and said Teddy | see where the president isn't going to use the Oval room she 
said | think someone ought to use it so we're looking into that | want to say right now there's been a great 
many stories about 1972 that great many stories about muskie Kennedy ticket a Kendy muskie ticket | want 
to just say tonight right now there's absolutely no truth to those stories and muskie hasn't picked the vice 
president yet let me say either by a joke is a joke but his name certainly will figure in the 1972 campaign 
another name is Senator muskie of Maine who has all but announced himself a candidate he will try to get 
nominated the next time the same way Richard Nixon did it last time by taking the chicken and green peas 
circuit that is crossing the country is speaking at party dinners helping to raise money for the Democrats 
being nice to local party officials and attentive to their wives and daughters and eating those dinners they 
serve in hotel ballrooms usually chicken and green peas or ham with raisin sauce he started last night in 
Dallas about like party dinners and either party in any city anywhere Richard Nixon spent four years doing 
this whenever he 





spent four years doing this whenever he was asked and he did it so well by the time of the convention he had 
the nomination sewed up it might be said he talked and ate his way into the nomination since it worked for 
him now muskie says he will try it Lyndon Johnson's a big man was capable of thinking big who's capable of 
undertaking fake endeavors and is capable of seeing them through and was capable also taking the big 
criticisms l'm sure that he's enjoying his first taste of private life and although I envy him his period of 
relaxation however long that lasts which | suspect will be too long I'm not anxious to emulate it yet muskie is 
out again at another dinner tonight and plans to be in twelve states in the next few months he impressed a lot 
of people in last fall's campaign and by 1972 he could make it if his stomach holds out through four years of 


chicken and peas and ham with a raisin salt President President Nixon has withdrawn 485 nominations for 
government jobs President Johnson sent to Congress in the last days of his term most of them are post 
masters but they also include two ambassadors and five judges mr. Nixon can cancel them all if he wants to 
and nominate his own people instead he also ordered the Civil Aeronautics Board to hold up on some airline 
routes approved by mr.

should also point out that the he takes an office which throughout the history of this country has been 
somewhat controversial and so if | may present him now with the biblical scripture the last shall be first as far 
as this administration is concerned secretary then Chief Justice Warren administer the oath and governor 
Hickel was at last Secretary Hickel the president joked about the matter but he has been meticulous about 
trying to avoid this sort of political missplay it wasn't disastrous but it was an embarrassment Herbert Kaplow 
NBC News was at the White House today said he was afraid the next explosion in the Middle East could 
bring a conflict between the big nuclear powers and so he said his administration would try to cool down the 
Middle East with some new ideas and new leadership 
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with some new ideas and new leadership as you ladies and gentlemen are aware the suggestion has been 
made that we have for power talks the suggestion has also been made that we use the United Nations as the 
primary forum for such talks and it has also been suggested that the United States and the Soviet Union 
bilaterally they should have talks on the Mideast and in addition to that of course that the problem finally 
should be settled by the parties in the area we are going to devote the whole day on Saturday to the Mideast 
problem just as we devoted the whole day this last Saturday on the problem of Vietnam we will consider on 
the occasion of that meeting the entire range of options that we have | shall simply say at this time that | 
believe we need new initiatives and new leadership on the part of the United States in order to cool off the 
situation in the Mideast | considered a powder keg very explosive it needs to be defused and | am open to 
any suggestions that may cool it off and reduce the possibility of another explosion because the next 
explosion in the Mideast | think could involve very well a confrontation between the nuclear powers which we 
want to avoid possible to have a ceasefire in Vietnam so long | think that it is not helpful in discussing 
Vietnam to use such terms a ceasefire because ceasefire is a term of art that really has no relevance in my 
opinion to a guerrilla war | think at this point that this administration believes that the better approach is the 
one that ambassador Lodge under our direction set forth in Paris mutual withdrawal forces on a guaranteed 
basis by both sides from South Vietnam during 
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by both sides from South Vietnam during the transition period in New York several persons who conferred 
with you came away with the impression that you felt the Vietnam War might be ended within a year | of 
course in my conversations with those individuals and any individuals have never used the term six months a 
year two years or three years | do not think it's it is helpful to make overly optimistic statements which in 
effect may impede and perhaps might make very difficult our negotiations in Paris all that | will say is this that 
we have a new team in Paris with some old faces but a new team we have new direction from the United 


States we have a new sense of urgency with regard to the negotiations there will be new tactics we believe 
that those tactics may be more successful than the tactics of the past this is going to take time but | can 
assure you that it will have my personal attention it will have my personal direction the Secretary of State my 
advisor financial security affairs the Secretary of Defense all of us will give it every possible attention and we 
hope to come up with some new approaches the general reaction was that he had done his homework was 
as candid as he could be and a little nervous at the beginning but soon settled down and held an effective 
news conference he seemed hopeful of Vietnam talks in Paris would succeed the White House with 
Republican congressional leaders and then he went up to the Capitol to visit members of the House a report 
from NBC News correspondent Herbert Kaplow the president's visit to Capitol Hill was more than just 
amenities he's going out of his way to pay his respects to Congress trying to prepare for good relations in the 
future when he needs Congress today he visited the House of 
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Congress today he visited the House of Representatives chatted with Republicans and Democrats this 
morning the president met in the White House with Republican congressional leaders they talked about the 
Nixon legislative program and when and how it would be presented none of which has yet been decided the 
congressman did get the strong impression that the president will recommend extension of the 10 percent 
income tax surcharge which expires June 30th unless financial conditions improved considerably within the 
next few months afterwards Republican Senate leader Dirksen with the GOP House Leader Ford had his 
side told of an area where the Nixon administration means to be particularly active the fight against crime the 
point I'm trying to make here is that there are some services that are absolutely imperative if you're going to 
successfully wrestle with his crime problem you've got a pin point what the problem really is particularly here 
in the district and say all right this is what we need by way of judges this is what we need by way of 
policemen this is what we need in the field of bail reform and things go about getting it on the books and 
making it effective as quickly as possible and this is going to have very prime emphasis my understanding is 
there will be a supplemental for the District of Columbia to take care of some of the anti-crime problems 
mentioned by Senator Dirksen but there will also be a supplemental from the Department of Justice for a 
new effort by carrying out the new directions of the new administration in crime generally throughout the 
country all his activity today doesn't mean mr. Nixon will ask Congress for much new this year he won't he 
will ask for refinements and 
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he won't he will ask for refinements and existing legislation and as he did today he will ask for money for 
programs already approved the president thinks the country wants to slow down on new laws wants to 
consolidate what we already have it's part of what he senses to be as the overall mood of the country a 
desire to pause to see where we are and to avoid controversy for a while Herbert Kaplow NBC News at the 
White House pleased to be applauded by both parties and to be assured by the Democratic leaders they 
would do all they could to help him he also went to the State Department where there has been some fear 
the foreign policy advisors in the White House might be taking over the field entirely mr. Nixon said no that 
wasn't true | respect the members of this department the career service for the contribution you have made 
and are making to the foreign policy of this country | hope that when this administration completes its service 
in Washington we will have made real progress toward settling differences between nations toward bringing

for action in these interrelated fields as well if all of this sounds like more of the same old remedies that is 
true and the Nixon people admit that they feel their accomplishment lies in putting together some standard 
proposals and getting them into shape in 11 days they feel an urgency about crime and well they might two 
more banks were robbed in Washington today now here is NBC's White House correspondent Herbert kept 
low with the report on how all these new Nixon programs add up Richard Nixon went into the ghetto today 
the way he wanted with no immediate political pressures and with something to deliver and perhaps he 
reached a few black people was afternoon he moved on crime in the District of Columbia and maybe with 
this he reached some more people it appears the president will reorganize but not be emphasized the fight 
against poverty and others were like that and yesterday the Nixon administration and following through on 
school desegregation orders of the Johnson administration gave the five southern counties involved more
